Her  gentleness  of  manner  and  warm  sympathy  for  those  who  need  her  help  do  not,  however, 
undermine  her  firmness  of  purpose  in  maintaining  college  academic  standards:  both  are  facets  of  her 
Christian  vocation  to  serve  God  and  His  people  effectively  and  whole-heartedly  in  the  position  to  which  He 
had  called  her.
